It must be authentic, for Clem- 
entine Paddleford of The Chicago 
News' "This Week Magazine" as- 
serts that the waffle was the gift 
to mother on Mother's Day, 600 
years ago. Anna Jarvis was the I 
Chief American founder of this 
important day, forty years ago. 
This year Mother's Day is Sun- 
day, May 9 — next Sunday — and 
it should not be overlooked. 

Now, to get back to waffles, 
Clementine tells us that waffle- 
eating had its start at the end of 
the Roman Empire. Christian 
priests, she says, "decoyed their 
so-called, on feast days. These 
converts from the habit of sacri- 
fice," by distributing "waffres," 
"waffrea" were a thin, water-like 
waffle prepared in long-handled 
implements, like giant pliers- 
duck-billed. By 1200 the Vraffre 
was the standard treat for the 
feast. 

In the thirteenth century came 
"Mothering Sunday," celebrated 
in England mid-Lent when sons 
and "daughters bound out in ser- 
vice returned home for the day, 
taking waffres to Mother as a 
token of affection. 

The family waffre iron had be- 
come a cherished possession. They 
were heavily wrought and mono- 
grammed. The first colonists to 
America brought their waffre 
i irons with them, brought waffre 
I recipes, but left Mother's Day 
i behind. But the batter-bread was 
I not made very often. Women 
were too busy and those irons 
were too heavy. In the nineteenth 
century the old "smoker," and 
"sticker irons" came in for a 
| change, leading, in the twentieth 
century to the more modern waf- 
fle irons — some now having eight 
units — enough at one baking to 
serve a small family. And, this 
year, it is said, waffles might, 
quite properly, be served as an 
appropriate Mother's Day special. 
But there are things— a wide 
variety of gifts— that Mother 
might deservedly cherish. 

Here is an approved receipe 
j for Sunday waffles: Two cups of 
flour, 2 teaspoons baking powder, 
hi teaspoon salt, 3 tablespoons 
sugar, 2 eggs, separated, IV* cups 
of milk, 6 tablespoons melted 
shortening — preferably fresh 
country or dairy butter. 

Sift flour and measure. Add 
baking powder, salt and sugar 
and sift again. Beat egg whites 
until stiff but not dry, then set 
aside. Beat egg yolks, add the 
milk. Add sifted dry ingredients 
and mix just to blend. Add melt- 
ed shortening. 

Fold in stiffly beaten egg 
whites. Preheat electric waffle

The 
policeman, talking to an old man 
and holding a small child by the 
hand, stood with his back to the 
road and did not look up. Mut- 
tering that he would knock 
certain section "off" the officer's 
anatomy, if he tried that trick 
much more, the salesman-driver 
deliberately steered his vehicle as 
close to the guardian of the law— 
and little children— as possible 
not to actually carry out L! 
threat. 

In a milder form, I have ob- 
served the same hatred of police- 
men evinced by numerous farm- 
ers, truck drivers and just ordi 
nary motorists. Why the coppel- 
erias' unpopularity? Is it justi 
fied? In my experience I can fine 
little justification for the disfavor 
with which the officers are re- 
garded by a large segment of the 
population. True, I did lose a case 
in court, once, through the unfav- 
orable testimony of two county 
policemen and I felt they had not 
investigated the case as well as 
they should before charging a 
student-driver with reckless driv- 
ing On the other hand, with that 
one exception — and everybody 
makes some mistakes, even "the 
law" — I have found the police 
reasonable, helpful and courteous 
in every instance. 

Probably the prevalent dislike 
for the cops has arisen from a 
few injustices at their hands, 
plus — and this is the much greater 
reason for the general cussing of 
the coppelelerias — our passion 
here in America, whatever the 
law says, to do as we please. 

It is worthy of an axiom that 
those who consider themselves 
well qualified for leadership are 
not well qualified. The botch in 
which Hitler and Mussolini got 
their own nations and the world, 
not to mention Napoleon and 
other older and later autocrats- 
proves the incapacity of self-suf- 
ficient aspirers to posts of com- 
mand. The true leader is marked

MODERN EDUCATION 

"Let the kids leave their book- 
straps home and their textbooks 
at school. . . . The children are 
too tired to accomplish any real 
results with home work." 

In Chicago the other day I 
:lipped the foregoing out of the 
Herald -Examiner. If it had come 
from a grade school principal I 
would have thought little of it, 
a Northwestern University 
professor said it. It was Prof. W. 
C. Reavis and he was addressing 
73 newly assigned principals in 
the Chicago elementary schools. 
And the newspaper says "The 
principals beamed approval as he 
said it." 

Did you ever hear of grade 
pupils being too tired to go over 
their lessons at night? I'll cut 
the plural— make it one pupil. " 
you ever heard of one, write me 
a letter about it. 

Since personal experii 
usually are more convincing than 
generalizations I'm going to tell 
you something first-hand. 

Several decades ago there was 
a grade teacher in our Dixie Vil-' 
lage school in Henderson county, 
He had all the children review 
their lessons at home — after a 
school day that lasted from 
4 with an hour for lunch and two 
recesses lasting 15 minutes each. 
One class went through four 
grades in six months. Becaus 
they worked both in the clasi 
room and at home. All pupils in 
my class got high marks and 
proud of them. And not or 
them was stunted physically or 
mentally by the experience. Some 
of them walked three miles to 
school, three miles back home, 
rain or shine, snow or sleet 



r-pHIS lesion intends to reveal to 
1 us how a religious revival 
broke out In Jerusalem in the long 
ago, nearly 300 years before Christ 
was born. Well may we ask, What is 
a religious revival? 

"Lord, send a revival, and let it 
begin in my heart." Revivals are 
prayed down, not talked up. We 
have fallen into the fallacy of 
speaking of revivals when some 
overnight spell-binder comes along 
and kicks up a big sensation. Be- 
fore he leaves town, Pharisaism 
is more rampant than ever. It is 
not until the Spiiit of God moves 
upon the hearts of his people and 
rekindles in them a sense of sin.

When men are convicted of their 
sins, they will say with Zacchaeus, 
"Lord, the half of my goods I give 
to the poor, and If 1 have taken 
from any man by false accusation, 
I restore him fourfold." When men 
begin to feel and talk and act like 
that, you have a real religious re- 
vival. And I repeat, such revivals 
are prayed down, not talked up. 
Now you are ready to read Psalms

Losing that teacher was a great 
misfortune to me. In subsequent 
years I spent nearly all my 
school-day evenings with the 
nailkeg sitters in one of the vil- 
lage stores. Nowadays, most town 
children who do no home work 
their evenings in tha 
streets. 

Teachers that followed were 
run-of-the-mill. All of them were 
poor disciplinarians. Home work 
was recommended to the pupils 
but was not compulsory. I know 
one pupil who, in years that fol- 
lowed, never learned as much in 
four terms as he did under the 
teacher who demanded home 
work and got it. 

Nowadays, most grade schools 
let out at 2:45 p.m. The children 
are turned loose to run at large 
the rest of the day. Maybe that 
is not so bad. But 2:45 till bed- 
time with nothing to do looks 
like featherbedding with eider- 
down; which means using the 
softest of all feathers. 

If seven hours of idleness every 
school day, and a whole day of it 
every Saturday, is a good way to 
build health, brains and character 
in the youngsters who are to be- 
come the citizens of tomorrow, 
your weekly reporter belongs in 
a home for the feebleminded. 

I intended to include in this 
essay some of the so-called mod- 
ern methods of teaching in the 
public schools, but there isn't 
room. I wish some teacher of 
long experience would write me 
a confidential letter contrasting 
present classroom work today 
with teaching 25 years ago.

through — a critical time for 
starting the control of striped 
cucumber beetles. This is the 
£ Insect that causes the complaint 

■ about cucumbers dying over 
night. What actually happens, 

P however, is that the "over-win- 
tered" beetles dive into the soil 
cracks the seedlings make, and! 

■ there lay eggs that hatch into 
i£<Worms that may kill some plants 
I "outright, or wound them so badly 

1 that they will die later. 

The idea in the control of this 
Insect is to sift a poison dust in- 
. to the soil cracks to kill the 
worms there, and to continue 
I dusting about the centers of the 
hills to keep the adults at bay 
later. 

Two dusts are recommended, a 
home-made one of calcium arsen- 
ate and "fiber-plaster" (never 
lime), one part to 15; the other, 
a ready-mixed dust containing 3 
percent DDT. The best way to 
Use either is sifting through a 
sack of porus material. 

For either, dusting should 




should be seven days i 
should be at least five dustings, 
ail at the center of the hills. Thus 
about 30 days of protection is 
given, but doubling the number 
of applications will pay. The 
DDT dust costs more than the 
other, but labor is saved using it 

Another troublesome insect 
may be the melon louse that 
curls up the leaves, stunts growth 
and sometimes kills entire plants 
outright For its control, noth- 
ing is better than % percent rote- 
none dust as is used against the 
Mexican bean beetle, with the 
duster nozzle turned up so that 
the lower sides of the leaves may 
be reached. 

Still another pest is the squash 
bug that stings the runners, kill- 
ing them beyond that point, 
usually causing the entire plant's 
untimely death. It is a sucking 
insect, but rotenone and tobacco 
are not stout enough to control 
it. Lately there has come on the 
market a new and more power- 
ful contact killer, Sabadilla, that 
is deadly to even adult hard- 
shelled bugs. Or, the strategy 
may be used to keep under close 
observation a handy cluster of 
eggs, and when these hatch, give

Q. How should this cut b« prepared? 

A. Like all other cuts of pork except 
toasts, the rib chop is braised, or 
cooked with moisture. Because pork 
requires a longer cooking time than 



the presence of moisture prevents a 
dryness that otherwise might de- 
velop. Not only is thorough cooking 
important, but a richly developed 
brown is also desirable. To this end, 
brown the chops well before cooking 
in a small amount of lard (if desired 
they may first be dipped in flour as 
an egg-and- crumb coating). After 
the meat is browned, add a small 
amount of liquid, then cover and 
cook slowly until tender, usually 
about 45 to 60 minutes, depending on
